immense water-power into snccessful uso, that
they will be cord ally waloomed and pretected
{o their perzons and property. All the vapor-
il'g of old paity hacks like T(l.l'{ll]r.‘f, W‘iﬂt‘,
Marmaduke Johuson, Johia Forsyth and the
rest, will soarcely all-ot the political stalus of
the South an dfots at this time. Oa
the contrary, all they attempt will
work to the damage of the very ends thsy,
with an eye to immediste popularity,
aeot to aim at. Woen (ienaral Grant
acsumes the reing of government the South
will eoon voderstand that he doss not mean to
“make vonfasion worse coufonnded;’ by essay-
ing the task of reconstraoting reconstruotion.
The work of the past three years will not be
gons Over again, with the prospect that it
may continne four years longer and end no-
where, Urant will not seize the helm of the
ghip of stute with the constitutional seruples
of Audy Johneon, He will grasp it with a
firm haud. e will not have among his orew
tronblesome gpirits who are disposed Lo mutioy
al every unfavorable tide or unpropitions
gale. In the course of bis political voyage
Grunt will circummpavigate the gea of troubles
that bave so long distarbed the Bouth, aund
smooth it by pouring cil where ol is needed,
and go disposing of the rocks and quicksands
83 to muke them harmless for the truenavi-
galor ever after. All Sonthern fire-eatling
buccanesrs must stand aside.

ln gome fmportant particnlars we believe
the South will be agreeably disappointed in
Grant, and it should not inaugurate his ad-
ministration by kicking np a fuss in advance,
Nor will Grant get into an unnecessary fight
with Congress upon the qawstion of Sonthern
reconstraction. Unconditional negro suflrage
is what the white population of the South are
apprehending. General Grant may mnot be
called upon either to oppose or approve it. It
may be taken ont of his hands altogether.
There is ample reason to doubt whether the
proposed amendment to the Constitution
ca}led the fifteenth article, providing for indis-
criminate sufirage—niggers, Chinese, ooolies,
Digger Indians, and all the rest of the ballot-
torasken portion of oreation—will be adopted
by the required constitational majority—three-
fourths of all the States. The West does not
seem disposed to bow down to it. Witness the
fioseo of the inanguration ball, where, be-
cause it was placarded by Western men,
*“No niggers admitted,” some Eastern nigger
worshippers split off and wonld have nothing
‘o do with the atfair. The West has ineffacea-
ble prejudices against negro equality. United
with the Bounth and such of the Northern
Btates a8 are opposed to negro equality, the
majority necessary to adopt the fifteenth
smendment cannot be seonred. And upon a
{uestion of uegro equality or no negro equality
plived dletinctly before the whole peopls, we
are firm in our conviction that the atlirmative
would be voted down by am overwhelming
majerity, The sentiment of onr population
I8 undonbledly in favor of still raserving to
the several States those rights affecting social
aud domestic relations which but few despotic
pPowers on earth have puoreeded in usarping
sud controlling against the willof the peopls.

Lerefors Jet the Bouth stick to its proper
vVoostlon at this time—work hard, raise good
cropg, be economieal, save money, maintain
law and order, and lst the mischief-making
politicians a1l go to—where they belong.

The Penusylvania radicals, it appears,
alarmed st the sucosss of the Damoorats in
Philsdelphia last Oolober, are endeavoring to
frame g polles law for that city which will
remove from the Mayor the powar to appoint
policewen, the present «fiicient Mayor being
& good Demoorat, wheress for years pravions
that cilicer bas been a radical. Three attempta
bave been mads to congtruct & law that would
be acceprably to the powers that bo at Harris-
burg and as the same tims stand the test of
constitutionality in the conrts. The firat, pro-
viding for the gppointment of five commis-
sloners, who would be empowered to appoint
policemen for life, was rejected as being too
atrong: the secoud, vesting the power to ap-

ing the lives and property of every man,
wolap, snd -.*ild in the cily.

Delmar's Suppressed Report,
Fromithe N. ¥. Werld,

This doocument, which, for its statistios
alone, is one of the most valuable, has been
mysteriously suppressed since the abolition of
the Statistical Burean, although it had passed
into the hands of the public printer, Oar
zeslons Washington correspondentsgs, however,
have not been able to conour in the suppres-
sion, and we laid the document before our
readers, in ertonso, on Saturday. It is an ex-
position, runuing over the period of radioal
high protective legislation from 1861 to 18683,
of theee three thivgs:—

1. The quantily of
duntisble goods imported.

2. The taritl, or rate of duty, upon each, in
each year, ng it was regnlurly heightened,
gometimes oftener than ouos o year.

3. The total datics received noder and ac-
cording to each rate in esch year or part of a
Year.

These statistica are of the highest anthority,
a8 Mr. Delmar iuforms us, fnasmnch as the
rates are koown from the statutes, and
the gnantities are derived from the liguidated
entries upon which were based the cash set-
tlements of thecollcctors of customs with the
Treasury Department.

Throughout this period of ligh protective
legislation, Mr. Delmar discovers and exhibits
tkis npiformity—the recurrence of an wundi-
minished importation after a short period im-
mediately following the imposition of an in-
creased duty. Wherenpon he argues that
permanent protection is impracticable, that
18 to say, by the continuanca of any uniform
rate, even though it be a high rate. To ac-
complish  ** protection,” i, ¢, to exclude
cheaper foreign goods, the highest rate must
be hoisted higher, and that again higher still,
or elge the protection gought will not be ob-
tained or, rather, maintained.

These figures, and we give them in fall
(they are too valuable, whatever inductions
may be drawn from them, to besappressed),
we commend chiefly to the perusal of the pro-
tectiomists of the period, to the seventeenth
pentory financiers, who, haying reaisted every
argument which proved “‘protection’ to bs a
swindling of the people, may yet be acceasi-
ble to one which #ets forth that the swindle
can fetch no permanent proflt to them save by
the coptinnous heightening of duties. Now,
for this scarecly can they forever hope. The
dozen or mors holstings of the tarill sinoe
Maroh 2, 1861, are indeed the beginning of
guch a eeries of annual or semi-annual re-
newals; and verily to the last aot, of July 20,
1548, Congress at its present session bas much
debated the addition ot yet another. Bat the
absurdity of it beoomes nt last just a little too
abeurd; supd the people will one day find
leisnre to undo the bandage of this bamboozle,
even if the manufacturers themselves do not
get tired of warmiog thelr golden-egged geesa
that can lay but once aplece.

The author of this
statement is the Hon. John M. Broomsll, of
Pennsylvania, After a reply had been made
to Mr. Broomall by Mr. Getz, of Reading, he
still further said that ‘hedidn’t believe in the
virtue of any of the correspondents of this
wicked capital, and while he did not object to
them pitching into himself as flercely as they
might desire, he did hope they would never
attempt to praise him. To obtain their
praises would give the public ground to sus-
pect his own honesty.”’

We do not presnme that the human virtnes
are monopolized by Washington ecorrespon-
dents suy more than by the members of any
other profession, We have seen mavy things
in the coninct of gome of these gentlemen to
deplore. Occasionally we have felt that the
profession was degraded by their conduct. If
the story told of Mr, Painter i trne, we think
he deserves the severest cansure; but men
have done the press gosd gervice in Washing-
ton. Gentlemen are there now, and have besn
there, who have as much ability, a3 moch
Lhonesty, and ss many olaims to publiv esteem
as the Hop. Jotn M, Broomall. A bad vorres-
pondent sursly does barm. A lie will travel
with geven-leagued boots, but we have yet to
hear of its ever serionsly lhorting anybody.
In po profession is the distinotion between
bad men and good men &0 promptly and
g0 severely drawn 8s in the press. Thare are
gome bRck sheep, Yut everyhiody knows wheo
they ase. They have no charsoter. They
represent no great pewspaper, They have the
confidemoe of o popular constituengy, and
they no wore represent correspondents of the
preas than the “‘shysters’’ wonod the Tombs
do the New York bar.

The Washiogton correapondent ocounpies a
position of great power. Mr. Colfax, in his
greech at their dinner the other svening,
gsolemnly warned them, we are told, of their
respongibility, aud advized them to exerolse it
prodently, e reminded them that they had
in their hands the makiog and nnmukiog of
the reputation of *‘great meun.” We have
geverally found that the correspondents who
are most uppopular with Congressmesn are the
men wha do pot auslst in “making’' these
“reputations.’’ A repoiter, for luslance, who
will tell the censtitnonts of Mr. Broomall
every otber morning that he maede a thrilling
aud mesterly speech; that the slenographers
were dissolved in tesrs aa they took down his
pathetio gentenoen, will be houored by him and
by thoss of his claes a3 an ornswment to his
profession. It ia not in human naturs to say
""No'' when s grave Congressman, represent-
g mighty coustituencles, comes into the office
of & correspondent and bega him to say foar
lipes to hisg people, recording his eloguence
sud virtne, The request makes very much
the impression upon these writing gentlemen
thit a beggar does, who stands with his ht
al tha door and asks for sixpences. The beg-
gar, however, shows more counrtesy. Ifa, at
least, will sy, “‘May the Lord gave you!" or,
“May Heaven prosper you!' or, ‘‘May yon
hasve pesce in the laud many daya!'' But
the Cougressan rarely shows such gratitude,
